Washinoto.v, Feb. 8. — The President, 
to-day, seat tu tho Inmso in answer t<i 
the resolution introduced by Belmont 
for copies of corrospondonce which has 
Uikeii ]ilaco since the 8th of last Decem- 
ber and up to the present; time, between 
the department of stjite and the govern- 
ment of Cleat Britain. The corrospond- 
once representa the features connected 
with the seizure made by the Canadian^ 
government, through Minister West to 
Lord Laiisdowno, and gives his 'replies to 
Buoh representations, which generally up- 
hold the action of the authorities. One 
o'unnuinication from Lord Lansdowno 
emjihasi/es the statement that the British 
government docs not desire to curtail any 
of the ]jrivilcges enjoyed by the United 
Slates lisheriuen in Canadian waters, but 
it obiierves that there wore just grounds 
for the action taken iu respect to tho 
Nelson and State. On November 30th 
tho Earl rif Iddoslcigh wrote to Minister 
Phelps saying that Great Britain is desir- 
ous of a just settlement of the fisheries 
question.

If the j)oor man paid more than 
his fair share of the taxes then, ho 
has the same unequal burden to bear 
now. The conditions in that and many 
other respects have not ehaii'^'ed in tlie 
Iciist. Vet .Mr. l;lake h.-is ceased lo ..p- 
poso the lialioipvl policy, lie says that 
the expenditure of the country has be- 
come so great that heavy ta.xalinn i.s a 
necessily, therefoj-e the natioii,-il |ioiiiy 
must i-euiaiii luuhanijed as fai' ;i.s 
the Jiriiu'lple (jf | U'oi i-i-l lou is i ( uicei-nei 1. 
Ileri', ai;.iiii, .'\lr. Ill,-i!ie is not l ai ly- 
ing (Hit till! principles :iiid ihe policy 
which ho li.'is all along ailvocated. His 
principal chaise against tho iirusent 
government is that it is extravagant, that 
it spends too iimeb money, that it pl.aces 
burdens th.at are lieedh ssly he.-ivy on the 
backs of the people, yet in the faci; of this 
oimdemnatiun of his opponents ho has 
made up his mind to continue the policy 
of extravagance and unnecessarily burden- 
some taxation. By thus expressing bis 
intontion to indtato thv. policy of his 
oppoiiciiis, .\lr. Illake has ilct ermiiu'il to 
|mrsue a CI 'iirse which he believes to be 
iniproijer and tiiipatriotie, (U' he tacitly 
confesses that ho was in orifir in tinding 
fault with their taxation and ox])eiidituru. 
Mr. lil.iK-e iloes not need to belohltb.at to 
raise a Livge revenue it is not necessary to 
liavc^ recourse to a [lolicy of protection. 
Ho and the eeonuinists of his school, have 
time anrl again shown that [irotectivo 
duties, when they accomplish the object 
for which 'thoy were imposed; are uoi 
productive duties for rovemie purposes. 
Even though -Mr. Id.ake iloes not, intend 
to inaiigiir.-ili! :i policy of rei ri'iicbiueiit 
and ocononi}' so .as to malerially lessen llie 
public expo:\ditu re, he can, aeeordiiig to 
his own freo trade ininciplcs, raise siilli- 
cient rovonuo for tho most extrava- 
gant ex|)endituro without imposing 
a single [jrotcctivo duty. It is by 
no nieaiiH dillieull to siMi that IVIr.

]')oliey of bis oppoiK-iil s. Is 1 his t hi! propiu' 
attitude for a man of high [u inciijle .-ind 
pure patriotism,' such US Mr, Blake wisiios 
himself to bo considered, to assiimo I 
Ilinagilie .Mr. (Jladslone, whom Mr. I'dake's 
nd iniriu's say Ibat be resiMiiblcs, denying 
a cause which he om e' si rcnumisly .advo- 
C^tted, and without a ehamje of ciPll\ ietiou 

and merely for ilieK;ike of ejbi.ainiiig oirn e, 
adopting' a policy which hu had formoiiy 
coinh^nined. There is no force on earth 
rtiillieiunlly iiowu'rful to iiuluco tho 
"(.land 'f)ld IMaii" l<i imrsiio such a 
course.

INDIANS, MrSSr.OXAR[ES, QOYERN-

,?JCq',JrH:^;,BDraqB:-7-C{»n you explain why 
the missionaries', Revs. Crosby and Green, 
were not permitted to bo with tho north- 
ern Indian.! when thuy laid their com- 
plaint befin-e the governinunt last week ? 

In tho first place, it looks like a direct 
insult to tho missionaries, who came at the 
special request of tho Indiana, uad.er the 
most inconvenient circumstaiicesyahd at 
very great expense. And, in tho second 
place, it seems hard that tlio Indians can- 
not be allowed to have with thuin the men 
in whom they place implicit confidence. 

The grievance of the Indians is tho saine 
as of yore — iiisutlicient land granted to 
them for all their ret^uiremenbs. They nob 
only need land to budd.on .and cultivate, 
but they need also timber lands where 
thoj' can get fire-wood, saw logs for build- 
ing purposes and cedar for canoes. Yet, 
notwithstanding that the whole country is 
theirs by right of inherii,ance, the govern- 
ment will say to them, you must be satis- 
liod with one acre, -whilst we ake nine 
hundred and ninety-nino. 
Ik is all very Avoll for the 'government to 
play njion tlie good nature of tho Indians 
in their civilized and ('hriatianized con- 
dition: but, if before the gospel had been 
bakcn to them, they had been treated as 
they are now, instead of a deputation of 
educated (!)liri8tian men widting on the 
goveniment to secure their rights, o[ien 
rebellion would have beiMi the result. 

Pt'rha]is, if the missionaries had been 
oilier than Methodists, they would have 
been treated with the greatest cordiality; 
yet, wliat denomination has dqne more to 
assist the govornlnent in preserving har- 
mony among the Indians, not only in this 
Jirovince. bill throiii^rhout the whole Dom- 
inion. Not a single Indian from any 
Methodist mission took part in the ter- 
rible warfare in the Northwest where so 
many valuable lives wore lost; neither can 
you find any subjects more loyal than 
those behmgiilg to the Methodist missions 
of British Colnnibia, How many times 
have the troops of warships been sent,- 
nt ,a cost of thoii.saiids of ilollars, - -to ipicll 
disturbances at any Methodist mission 
And. yet, the iiiissionaries who have dev- 
oted the best ])art of thoir lives to the civ- 
ilizing of this once barbarous people, are 
to be treated as leadei-s of insurrection 
j and not allowed to be present at a simple 
eoiistiltai ion, when their iireseiice migliht 
I ha ol the ut most iinportaiiee to tho gov- 
ernment in dealing with tho Indians.
